Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  for  1954. 

Apart  from  the  prolonged  epidemic  of  a  mild  type  of  scarlet 
fever  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  there  was  no  undue  incidence 
of  any  of  the  serious  notifiable  diseases.  There  were  five  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  during  the  year,  four  of  them  occurring  during  the 
winter  months,  at  a  time  when  the  incidence  of  the  disease  throughout 
the  country  was  at  its  lowest. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  occurring  in  the  town 
showed  an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  the  corrected  death  rate 
being  10’0  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  1T3  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales,  while  the  birth  rate  fell  from  13 ’4  per  1,000 
population  in  1953  to  1T5  in  1954.  Infant  Mortality  remained  at 
a  low  level,  only  10  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  dying  during 
the  year. 

Regarding  the  environmental  services,  there  was  further  progress 
in  the  provision  of  new  houses,  and  building  by  private  enterprise 
actually  exceeded  the  rate  of  building  by  the  Local  Authority. 
Progress  was  also  made  in  the  plans  for  augmenting  the  water  supply 
from  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
the  scheme  was  ready  for  the  public  enquiry.  It  is  hoped  that  by 
the  summer  of  1957  the  supplementary  water  will  be  available  for 
use,  and  that  our  worries  over  an  adequate  supply  of  water  during 
the  busy  summer  months  will  be  at  an  end  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  asked  Local  Author¬ 
ities  to  submit  for  the  Minister’s  approval  within  12  months  pro¬ 
posals  for  dealing  in  one  way  or  another  with  the  houses  in  their 
area  which  appear  to  them  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitiaton,  and 
liable  to  demolition. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Commit¬ 
tees  with  which  the  Health  Department  is  associated  for  their  con¬ 
fidence  and  support,  and  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  Health  and 
other  Departments  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation.

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I.  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

The  Registrar-General  gives  the  corrected  number  of  live  births 
in  the  town  as  460  (228  boys  and  232  girls),  this  being  72  less  than 
in  1953.  Of  these  births,  24  were  illegitimate  (12  boys  and  12 
girls).  This  is  5 ’2  per  cent  of  the  total  live  births,  as  compared, 
with  6*0  per  cent  in  1953. 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  1954  was  1 1  '5,  and  when  the  comparability 
factor  (IT 3)  is  applied,  the  corrected  birth  rate  was  13*0  per  1,000 
of  the  total  population,  compared  with  14*0  in  1953.  The  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1954  was  15*2.

The  registered  number  of  stillbirths  in  1954  was  14  (6  males  and 
8  females),  of  which  one  was  illegitimate,  thus  giving  a  stillbirth 
rate  of  29*5  per  1,000  total  births,  or  0*35  per  1,000  of  total  population 

Deaths 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths  the  total  assigned  to  the 
Borough  by  the  Registrar-General  was  599  (274  males  and  325 
females).  This  is  61  more  than  in  1953  and  gives  a  crude  death 
rate  of  15*0  per  1,000  of  population.  When  adjusted  for  age  and 
sex  distribution  to  make  it  comparable  with  other  districts,  the  local 
death  rate  was  10*0,  compared  with  11*3  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole. 

The  table  of  causes  of  death  on  page  6  shows  that  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  were  again  low,  and  there  was  only  one  death  from  the 
remainder  of  the  infectious  diseases.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  all 
types  showed  an  increase  of  18  on  the  previous  year,  although  cancer 
of  the  lung,  which  generally  is  increasing  in  incidence,  showed  a 
decrease  of  4.  Deaths  from  coronary  heart  disease  also  showed  a 
considerable  increase,  rising  from  68  in  1953  to  85  in  1954,  and  this 
is  reflected  in  the  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  men  aged  45 — 65 
years.  Deaths  from  lung  infections  such  as  pneumonia  and 
bronchitis  were  12  less  than  in  1953,  despite  the  fact  that  there 
was  a  spell  of  very  cold  weather  towards  the  end  of  the  winter. 
Deaths  from  road  accidents  and  other  accidents  showed  no  change 
from  1953,  but  the  number  of  suicides  increased  from  4  to  9.

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  maternal  causes  in  1954. 

Infant  Mortality 

Ten  children  (8  boys  and  2  girls)  under  the  age  of  one  year  died 
in  1954.  This  is  the  same  as  in  1953,  and  gives  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  of  21*7  per  1,000  live  births.  The  table  on  page  9  gives 
the  causes  of  death  in  these  infants,  and  the  age  at  which  death 
occurred. 

Of  the  ten  deaths,  seven  occurred  during  the  first  month,  and 
prematurity  was  again  the  most  common  cause  of  death,  accounting 
for  six  of  the  ten  deaths.  Only  one  child  died  from  infection — 
pneumonia,  and  one  death  was  due  to  accident. 

A  review  of  the  trends  in  Infant  Mortality  in  the  town  has  not 
been  done  in  the  Annual  Report  for  some  years  now,  and  it  may  be 
enlightening  to  compare  the  statistics  for  recent  years  with  corres¬ 
ponding  figures  for  20  and  40  years  ago. 

The  comparisons  are  shown  in  the  tables  on  page  10. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  total  Infant  Mortality  was  reduced 
from  an  average  of  83*8  in  the  period  1908 — 14  to  24‘2  in  1948 — 54, 
i.e.,  a  reduction  of  71*1  per  cent,  the  greatest  improvement  is  shown 
in  the  deaths  between  1  and  12  months  (85*0  per  cent  reduction), 
while  deaths  in  the  neonatal  period  (under  1  month)  were  reduced 
by  only  50  per  cent.  A  study  of  the  table  will  show  that  gastro¬ 
enteritis,  tuberculosis  and  other  infectious  diseases,  excluding 
bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  have  been  practically  eliminated  as  a 
cause  of  death  in  infants  age  1  to  12  months  during  the  40  year 
period,  deaths  from  these  causes  in  this  age  group  being  reduced 
from  63  in  1908 — 14  to  5  in  1948 — 54.  Gastro-enteritis,  the  old 
familiar  summer  diarrhoea  of  bygone  days,  has  practically  dis¬ 
appeared  as  a  cause  of  death  in  infants,  mainly  due  to  more  hygienic 
methods  of  feeding,  and  a  more  hygienic  envorinment.  Bronchitis 
and  pneumonia  still  cause  a  comparatively  high  number  of  deaths 
in  infants,  although  there  has  been  a  reduction  of  64  per  cent  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  these  causes  in  the  period  under  review. 

In  comparison  with  the  age  group  1 — 12  months,  deaths  in  the 
first  month  show  only  a  50  per  cent  reduction,  and  prematurity  is 
still  the  largest  single  cause  of  death.  Congenital  malformations  or 
deformities  apparently  show  a  rise  in  incidence,  but  deaths  due  to 
this  cause  may  have  been  put  under  a  different  diagnosis  in  the  past. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  that  more  efficient  ante-natal  care  may 
be  reducing  the  number  of  abortions  due  to  a  malformed  foetus, 
and  the  viable  child  is  later  dying  from  the  results  of  the  malformation. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  marasmus  (wasting)  and  convulsions  have 
completely  disappeared  as  a  cause  of  death  in  infants.  It  is  probable 
that  a  proportion  of  the  deaths  which  were  in  the  past  attributable 
to  marasmus  would  now  be  attributed  to  prematurity  or  some  other 
cause,  but  better  methods  of  infant  feeding  and  improved  methods 
of  treating  conditions  such  as  pyloric  stenosis  are  probably  partly 
responsible  for  the  elimination  of  marasmus  as  a  cause  of  death. 
Convulsions  as  a  diagnosis  is  no  longer  seen,  as  it  is  now  realised 
that  in  the  majority  of  cases  a  convulsion  is  merely  an  incident  in 
another  illness.  Most  of  the  cases  of  convulsions  in  the  past  were 
probably  due  to  brain  irritation  following  birth  injury,  or  to  one  of 
the  acute  infectious  diseases,  e.g.,  pneumonia.

The  County  Report  for  Somerset  on  the  Census  of  1951  shows 
that  the  population  of  Weston-super-Mare  has  increased  from 
31,706  in  1931  to  40,396  in  1951,  an  increase  of  27*4  per  cent.  This 
increase  was  obviously  brought  about  by  immigration,  as  births  and 
deaths  during  the  20  years  actually  produced  a  deficit  of  2*9  per  cent. 
Comparing  the  population  of  individual  Wards  it  can  be  seen  that 
the  East  and  South  Wards  have  shown  large  increases,  while  other 
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Wards,  e.g.  Central,  Ellenborough  and  West,  have  remained  static 
or  even  slightly  decreased  in  population.  This,  of  course,  reflects 
the  amount  of  building,  especially  of  Council  houses,  which  has 
taken  place  in  the  past  20  years  in  the  East  and  South  Wards,  and 
also  extensions  of  the  Borough  boundary  during  the  years. 

Regarding  the  age  structure  of  the  population,  children  under 
15  years  of  age  formed  a  relatively  low  proportion  of  the  total 
population,  being  19*2  per  cent  compared  with  the  county  average 
of  2T2  per  cent.  At  the  other  end  of  the  age  scale  18T  per  cent  of 
the  population  of  the  Borough  were  aged  65  years  or  over,  and  if  the 
proportion  of  people  of  pensionable  age,  i.e.,  65  for  men  and  60 
for  women,  is  calculated  it  is  found  that  22T  per  cent  were  above 
pensionable  age,  i.e.,  more  than  one  in  five  of  the  population.  The 
high  sex  ratio,  1,350  females  to  1,000  males  reflects  the  greater 
longevity  of  women. 
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II.  GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


I.  HOSPITALS 

The  hospitals  providing  accommodation  and  treatment  for 
residents  of  the  town  and  surrounding  districts  are  administered  by 
the  South-West  Regional  Hospital  Board,  through  the  Weston-super- 
Mare  Hospital  Management  Committee.  The  hospitals  situated 
in  the  town  are : —

Ashcombe  House  Maternity  Hospital 
Drove  Road  Hospital 

Royal  West  of  England  Convalescent  Hospital 


Drove  Road  Hospital 

Drove  Road  Hospital,  which  was  originally  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital,  was  converted  to  a  Geriatric  Hospital  in  March,  1951,  and 
since  then  has  been  of  great  benefit  in  dealing  with  the  sick  and 
infirm  old  people  in  the  town.  During  1954,  73  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  hospital,  61  of  which  came  from  Weston-super-Mare  alone. 


Ashcombe  House  Maternity  Hospital 

There  were  391  admissions  to  Ashcombe  House  Maternity 
Hospital  in  1954,  and  of  these  302  were  residents,  the  remainder 
coming  mainly  from  Axbridge  Rural  District. 

The  high  rate  of  hospital  confinements  noted  in  previous  Annual 
Reports  continued  in  1954,  and  of  the  469  live  births  actually 
registered  in  the  town  during  the  year,  382  occurred  in  Ashcombe 
House,  5  in  the  General  Hospital,  14  in  private  nursing  homes, 
and  only  68  (14*5  per  cent  of  the  total)  at  home.

School  Health  Service 

The  North-West  Somerset  Divisional  Executive  Area  covers 
Weston-super-Mare  and  Axbridge  Rural  District.  There  are  about 
8,600  schoolchildren  in  the  area  in  schools  administered  by  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Authority,  about  5,500  of  whom  attend  schools  in  Weston-super- 
Mare.  During  1954,  2,644  children  had  a  routine  medical  inspection 
in  school,  and  in  addition  there  were  1 ,239  special  examinations  and 
1,905  re-examinations.  Of  the  2,644  children  who  had  a  routine 
medical  inspection  294  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  some 
defect  (apart  from  dental  defect.) 
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The  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  Ophthalmic  Clinic  and  Chest  Clinic  are 
still  held  at  46,  The  Boulevard,  but  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic, 
Speech  Clinic  and  Child  Guidance  Clinic  have  now  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  3,  Neva  Road,  which  was  originally  the  Day  Nursery. 


Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Council  provides  an  Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car 
Service  through  the  agency  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade.  The  group  headquarters  for  the 
area  is  at  41  and  43,  Oxford  Street,  Weston-super-Mare. 


III.  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SERVICES 

First  AM  Post  and  Centre  for  Lost  Children 

The  First  Aid  Post  was  again  staffed  during  the  summer  season 
by  members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.  916  cases  were  dealt  with  (884  in  1953)  and  47  of  these 
were  sent  to  hospital. 

The  Centre  for  Lost  Children  was  open  from  the  31st  May  to  the 
11th  September,  and  the  Police  Matron  cared  for  304  children  (515 
in  1953),  during  this  period. 


Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

This  section  provides  for  the  removal  to  a  suitable  place  of  persons 
who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  through  age  or  disease.  This 
step  is  only  taken,  of  course,  in  extreme  cases,  and  only  after  repeated 
persuasion  has  failed.  One  case  was  dealt  with  under  this  section 
of  the  Act  during  the  year.  The  patient  was  an  old  lady,  almost 
blind,  who  lived  by  herself  in  a  state  of  muddle  and  dirt.  She  was, 
however,  fairly  active,  and  was  able  to  get  out  to  do  her  shopping 
and  could  cook  a  reasonable  meal  for  herself.  During  the  winter  of 
1953-54  her  mental  and  physical  powers  began  to  deteriorate,  and 
as  she  still  refused  to  leave  her  home  voluntarily,  action  was  taken 
under  Section  47  of  the  Act  to  admit  her  to  one  of  the  County 
Council  Homes  for  Old  People. 


Disposal  of  Refuse 

During  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  controlled  tipping  con¬ 
tinued  at  the  claypit  off  Langford  Road,  and  was  then  transferred  to 
the  old  tipping  area  at  Old  Junction  Road.  In  May,  an  angledozer 
was  purchased,  and  the  spreading  and  covering  of  the  refuse  is  now 
entirely  carried  out  by  this  machine,  resulting  in  considerable 
saving  in  the  costs  of  tipping. 
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Water  Supplies 


During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  Banwell  Spring  met  normal 
demands,  but  despite  the  wet  summer  the  supply  had  to  be  augmented 
from  the  Weston  Well  during  July.  The  quality  of  the  raw  water 
from  Banwell  showed  a  distinct  improvement,  and  did  not  give  rise 
to  the  same  anxiety  as  in  July  and  August,  1953.  During  the  year 
60  per  cent  of  the  raw  water  samples  were  bacteriologically  satis¬ 
factory,  as  compared  with  36*6  per  cent  in  1953.  61  samples  of  raw 
water  were  examined  bacteriologically  and  of  these  21  were  found 
to  be  unsatisfactory.  128  samples  of  “  treated  ”  water  were  exam¬ 
ined,  and  all  were  found  satisfactory.  Five  chemical  analyses  of 
water  were  made,  and  these  were  satisfactory.  The  water  has  no 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  scheme  to  obtain  a  supplementary  water  supply  from  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  Public  Enquiry  was  held 
early  in  1955. 

A  new  chlorination  plant,  consisting  of  chlorinator  for  primary 
marginal  chlorination  and  chloramine  plant  for  secondary  treatment, 
together  with  a  residual  chlorine  recorder,  was  completed  during 
the  year. 

12,143  houses,  representing  an  estimated  population  of  42,500 
(estimated  at  3}  per  house)  are  supplied  directly  from  the  public 
mains.  There  are  no  houses  in  the  Borough  obtaining  water  supply 
from  a  well. 


Several  new  mains  and  extensions  of  existing  mains  to  meet  new 
private  building  developments  were  laid  to  the  Springfield  Estate, 
Hill  View  Estate,  Newlands  Estate  and  parts  of  Worlebury  Estate.

Housing 

Good  progress  was  made  in  the  building  of  new  houses  during 
the  year,  120  being  erected  by  the  Local  Authority,  compared  with 
119  in  1953,  while  174  were  built  by  private  enterprise,  compared 
with  82  in  1953.  There  was  another  welcome  fall  in  the  number  of 
applicants  for  Council  houses,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
820  on  the  list  compared  with  1,058  at  the  end  of  1953,  and  1,260  in 
1952.

The  Council  decided  to  operate  Section  20  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1949  as  from  20th  September,  1954.  The  Act  allows  the  Local 
Authority  to  give  grants  to  owners  to  bring  substandard  but  struct¬ 
urally  sound  houses  up  to  modern  standards  of  confort  amd  con¬ 
venience,  or  for  the  conversion  of  larger  houses  into  two  or  more 
self-contained  dwellings.  There  are  in  Weston-super-Mare  many 
houses  which,  although  old  and  lacking  in  amenities,  are  structurally 
sound  and  could  be  brought  up  to  modern  standards  at  compara¬ 
tively  small  cost  to  the  owner  by  the  provision  of  an  Improvement 
Grant.  Similarly,  every  encouragement  should  be  given  to  owners 
of  large  houses  which  are  at  present  under-occupied,  to  convert 
them  to  completely  self-contained  dwellings. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  money  spent  by  the  Local  Authority  in  an 
effective  and  realistic  use  of  the  Act  will  probably  in  the  end  save 
much  more  by  preventing  substandard  houses  from  falling  into 
complete  decay. 
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By  the  end  of  1954  the  Act  had  not  been  in  operation  sufficiently 
long  to  enable  an  opinion  to  be  formed  as  to  whether  the  right  type 
of  application  was  being  received  or  not,  but  a  review  of  the 
applications  and  decisions  will  be  made  in  the  report  for  1955.  The 
impression  at  present  is  that  although  applications  for  conversion 
of  larger  houses  are  suitable,  some  of  the  applications  for  grants  for 
improvement  are  not  for  properties  for  which  the  grants  were 
intended.

Notifications  of  scarlet  fever  began  to  increase  in  December,  1953, 
and  this  was  the  beginning  of  quite  an  extensive  and  prolonged 
outbreak  which  continued  until  May,  1954,  and  affected  all  parts 
of  the  town  and  the  neighbouring  rural  district.  Fortunately,  the 
great  majority  of  cases  were  mild. 

Notifications  of  whooping  cough  followed  the  usual  pattern,  being 
scattered  throughout  the  year  with  the  highest  incidence  during 
June,  July  and  August.  72  of  the  118  notifications  occurred  during 
these  months,  and  there  were  only  1 1  weeks  in  the  year  in  which 
there  were  no  notifications. 

There  were  5  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year,  four 
of  the  cases  occurring  during  the  winter  months,  at  a  period  when  the 
incidence  of  the  infection  throughout  the  country  was  at  its  lowest. 
One  case  occurred  in  January,  two  in  February  and  one  in  March, 
but  there  was  no  obvious  connection  between  the  cases.  Two  of  the 
patients  were  children  and  two  young  adults.  One  of  the  adult 
patients  had  a  very  severe  infection  from  which  she  died.  The  fifth 
case  occurred  in  July  and  was  a  baby  who  was  found  to  have  a 
severe  paralysis  of  her  legs.  The  history  showed  that  she  had  a 
feverish  illness  some  weeks  before  while  on  holiday  in  Scotland, 
and  this  was  probably  the  onset  of  the  infection. 

Of  the  intestinal  infections,  no  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified 
during  the  year,  but  there  were  one  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  and 
nine  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified.  As  is  usual  in  isolated  cases, 
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the  source  of  infection  of  the  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  not 
traced.  In  July,  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred,  six  cases 
being  notified.  The  common  food  eaten  by  all  the  patients  was 
pressed  brawn  made  up  in  a  local  shop,  and  a  staphylococcus  aureus 
of  the  same  type  was  isolated  from  the  stools  of  two  of  the  patients, 
and  from  the  brawn.  It  is  probable  that  the  brawn  was  infected 
from  the  hands  of  the  person  who  made  it  up. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  40  cases  pf  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  2  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  Three  deaths  were 
due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  did  not  come  to  the  town  during 
1954  for  the  usual  public  survey. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in  1954,  and  since 
the  end  of  the  war  only  four  cases  have  occurred  in  the  town.  The 
last  death  from  diphtheria  was  in  1942. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  in  infant  welfare  clinics  and  by 
private  doctors  continued  through  the  year,  and  458  children  under 
5  years  of  age  received  primary  immunisation.  71  children  in  the 
age  group  5-14  years  received  primary  immunisation,  and  501 
children  under  the  age  of  15  received  reinforcing  doses. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

200  primary  vaccinations  and  78  re-vaccinations  against  smallpox 
were  carried  out  by  private  general  practitioners  in  the  Borough 
during  1954.  The  following  table,  giving  the  age  distribution  of 
persons  vaccinated  shows  that  only  136  children  under  the  age  of 
1  year  received  primary  vaccination.  (Number  of  live  births  in 
1954=460).

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 


To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of 
The  Borough  of  Weston-super-Mare. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  on  the  administration  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  1954. 

During  recent  years  a  great  deal  of  new  legislation  affecting  the 
work  of  sanitary  inspectors  has  been  passed,  and  the  changes 
envisaged  in  the  Food  Laws  will  obviously  make  still  greater  demands 
on  the  inspectorial  staff. 

Staff  shortage  during  the  year  has  disorganised  routine  work,  to 
some  extent  and  regular  inspections  have  had  to  be  curtailed.  The 
recruitment  and  training  of  new  public  health  inspectors  have 
received  attention  from  a  Government  Committee,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  their  report  will  be  implemented  at  an  early  date,  and  will  lead 
to  the  recruitment  of  worthy  successors  to  a  long  line  of  public 
health  pioneers,  whose  work  we  are  proud  to  carry  forward  into  a 
new  and  healthier  era. 

Food  premises  received  much  attention  during  the  year,  and  by 
personal  contact  with  owners  and  managers,  many  inprovememts 
were  secured.  The  increasing  and  valuable  interest  taken  by  the 
public  is  an  indication  that  they  are  becoming  hygiene  conscious. 

A  Housing  survey  of  the  Borough  has  been  carried  out  to  obtain 
a  true  picture  of  the  number  of  houses  that  will  be  placed  in  Clearance 
Areas,  and  of  houses  which  will  require  money  spent  on  them  to 
bring  them  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  of  fitness:  The  years  to 
come  will  see  the  result  of  our  labours. 

With  pleasure  I  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Water  Committee  of  the  Council  and  Chief  Officers  for  their  co¬ 
operation.  I  am  also  indebted  to  the  District  Inspectors  and  Clerical 
Staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support  throughout  the  year.

HOUSING 

Whilst  this  Authority  is  making  great  steps  with  the  building  of 
new  houses,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  deal  with  the  older  types  of 
houses  that  are  rapidly  becoming  derelict.  These  old  properties 
that  have  long  out-lived  their  usefulness  and  cannot  be  repaired  at  a 
reasonable  cost,  must  come  into  Clearance  Areas.  Much  work  in 
this  connection  has  been  carried  out,  and  it  is  hoped  in  the  near 
future  that  these  old  buildings  will  be  demolished  and  replaced 
by  new  ones. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949,  provides  grants  from  the  rates  and  taxes 
to  help  owners  to  modernise  their  houses,  either  by  improvements  or 
by  conversion,  and  it  is  hoped  that  owners  of  property  will  avail 
themselves  of  this  financial  help  to  improve  houses. 

The  amenities  which  older  houses  most  often  lack  are  a  bath, 
indoor  sanitation,  hot  and  cold  water  supply  and  food  cupboards. 
It  is  hoped  in  the  near  future  that  these  improvements  will  be  carried 
to  all  houses.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

There  has  been  a  welcome  decrease  in  the  number  of  surface 
infestations  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  complaints  of  mice 
infestation  were  again  reduced. 

Warfarin  has  become  the  main  weapon  in  rodent  control,  particul¬ 
arly  for  indoor  work,  and  good  results  were  achieved  with  this 
poison  on  the  Borough  Tips  at  Old  Junction  Road  and  Langford 
Road,  a  number  of  bodies  being  picked  up  afterwards. 

The  Borough  sewers  were  test  baited  in  February  and  again  in 
October,  and  the  rodent  population  therein  is  now  at  a  controllable 
level.

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials 
Act,  1951,  five  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  analyst  for 
examination.  These  have  been  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

There  are  only  3  shops  licensed  under  the  above  mentioned  Act. 
These  premises  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time  so  as  to  ensure 
that  conditions  for  the  accommodation  and  general  welfare  of 
animals  are  observed. 


SHOPS 

Prior  to  1st  April,  1952,  the  Health  Department  had  only  been 
responsible  for  the  sanitary  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act.  The  chief 
requirements  under  the  remainder  of  the  Act  relate  to  closing  hours, 
half-day  and  Sunday  closing,  employment  of  young  persons  and 
keeping  of  records.  The  Health  Department  took  responsibility  for 
these  after  1st  April,  1952. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  over  683  shops  and  other  business 
premises. 

It  became  apparent  that  many  of  the  smaller  shopkeepers  were 
ignorant  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  particularly  in  relation  to 
Closing  Hours,  and  it  meant  a  large  amount  of  time  was  taken  up  in 
explaining  the  Act  as  it  affects  the  various  trades.  This  entailed 
frequent  evening  and  Sunday  visits.  An  improvement  in  the 
observance  of  the  stipulated  closing  hours  was  secured,  and  it  can 
be  assumed  that  the  majority  of  traders  are  in  favour  of  the  Act 
being  enforced,  as  by  having  reasonable  hours  observed,  unfair 
competition  is  eliminated.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Progress  in  connection  with  the  Clean  Food  Campaign  was  again 
stepped  up  during  the  year,  and  signs  as  to  its  effectiveness  were 
shown  by  the  increasing  awareness  of  the  public  for  the  need  of 
clean  habits  in  handling  food,  and  a  more  critical  attitude  towards 
those  who  fail  to  observe  proper  elementary  precautions.  A  great 
deal  of  advice  on  hygiene  standards  and  techniuqe  was  given  to 
managements  of  all  classes  of  food  premises  during  the  year.  The 
process  is  rather  one  of  education  on  the  premises,  and  it  is  also 
important  that  hygienic  practices  should  be  observed  in  the  homes, 
so  that  the  younger  generation  will  have  the  benefit  of  our  teaching. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  Food  and  Drugs  Act  will  give  to 
Local  Authorities  additional  power  in  the  control  of  food  premises. 

Experience  has  proved  beyond  doubt  the  vital  part  played  by 
refrigeration  in  minimising  the  risk  of  food  poisoning,  and  it  is 
greatly  to  be  encouraged. 

HYGIENE  OF  LICENSED  PREMISES 

During  the  year  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  in  this  respect 
to  ensure  that  hygienic  conditions  are  provided  and  maintained.  A 
survey  of  all  licensed  premises  was  carried  out  in  1953;  this  was 
followed  up  during  the  year  and  many  improvements  effected.  The 
Brewery  Companies  played  their  part  in  providing  additional 
sanitary  accommodation  where  recommended  and  the  licencees 
carried  out  their  duties  in  connection  with  cleaning  and  sterilizing 
drinking  vessels  etc. 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 

Close  attention  was  again  given  to  the  use  of  land  by  occupants  of 
tents,  vans  and  sheds. 

There  are  ten  camping  sites  in  the  Borough,  accommodating  404 
caravans,  and  generally  speaking  no  serious  infringement  has 
occurred. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  prevent  the  establishment  of  semi¬ 
permanent  colonies  of  these  temporary  dwellings. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


There  is  only  one  offensive  trade,  a  gut  scrapers  business,  in  the 
Borough,  which  is  operating  at  the  Public  Abattoir.  This  business 
has  not  caused  any  serious  nuisance.

DAIRIES  AND  MILK  SHOPS 

It  is  noted  that  an  increasing  number  of  dairies  are  buying  bottled 
Pasteurised  milk  from  recognised  large  producers.  This  is  all  for 
the  good,  as  most  of  the  larger  bottling  establishments  are  fitted  out 
with  proper  sterilizing  bottling  plants. 

A  large  number  of  bottle  rinses  have  been  examined  at  the 
laboratory,  and  the  results  when  unsatisfactory  have  influenced, 
to  a  very  large  degree,  the  dairymen  to  get  bottled  milk  from  some 
large  establishment,  to  overcome  the  difficulty  of  providing  their 
own  plant.  This  is  very  satisfactory  and  ensures  bottles  being 
sterilized  properly  before  milk  is  put  in  them.

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DRINKING  WATER 


29  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  analysis  from  taps  in 
various  parts  of  the  district  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis  with  satisfactory  results. 


SWIMMING  BATH  WATER 

96  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  from  the  Open  Air  Swimming 
Pool  and  Knightstone  Baths  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis,  and  were  found  to  be  of  a  high  standard  of  purity. 

Periodical  testing  of  water  during  day-time  for  residual  chlorine 
was  carried  out  with  satisfactory  results.

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ICE  CREAM 


There  has  been  a  great  advance  in  the  method  of  manufacture, 
storage  and  standards  of  ice  cream.  Particular  attention  was  paid 
to  the  manufacturing  premises — recording  thermometers  being 
checked  to  ensure  that  adequate  pasteurisation  was  carried  out,  and 
that  suitable  sterilants  were  being  used.  This  work  was  extended 
still  further  to  cover  mobile  salesmen,  and  to  ensure  that  adequate 
facilities  for  the  washing  of  hands  and  the  sterilizing  of  utensils  were 
available. 

The  majority  of  ice  cream  sellers  continue  to  sell  the  wrapped 
article.  This  is  a  good  thing,  as  it  prevents  secondary  contamination 
to  a  large  degree.

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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


A  total  of  68,168  carcases  of  meat  were  inspected  at  the  Public 
Abattoir.  The  quantity  of  meat  found  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  condemned  amounted  to  79  tons. 

During  the  year  43  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  were  diagnosed 
(amounting  to  '5  per  cent  of  the  carcases  examined),  being  similar 
to  last  year.  Again  the  trouble  was  confined  to  the  young  healthy 
animals,  the  various  classes  being  17  heifers,  15  steers,  10  cows  and 
1  bull. 

Since  meat  control  ended  there  has  been  a  diminution  in  the 
number  of  casualties,  and  most  of  these  have  been  actual  limb  and 
bone  casualities. 

The  change  over  from  Government  control  to  free  enterprise  was 
achieved  without  much  trouble  and  the  demands  of  the  trade  both 
wholesale  and  retail  are  being  met.  There  is  a  big  shortage  of 
skilled  slaughtermen,  and  as  no  apprentices  are  interested,  the  time 
will  soon  come  when  this  will  be  a  serious  problem  locally  and 
nationally. 

Transport  and  handling  of  Meat.  The  vehicles  engaged  in  the 
transport  of  meat  from  the  abbattoir  to  the  various  meat  pools  are 
kept  in  good  condition.  They  are  of  the  closed-in  haging  type  of 
approved  pattern.  Protective  clothing  worn  by  the  hampers  is  not 
always  as  clean  as  it  might  be,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  rectify 
this  through  the  contractor. 


Cattle  Market.  Cattle  sales  take  place  every  Monday  instead  of 
once  a  fortnight.  This  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  sales  and 
revenue.
